DETAILED ACTION 

The results of a secondary search produced prior art that is considered pertinent to the 
prosecution of this case. Accordingly, the examiner of record presents the following 
rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 9-14 are allowable over the prior art of record. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a guide loop for receiving a guidewire, means for 
securing the guide loop to a catheter; and at least one tab extending from the guide loop 
for holding the guide loop in position (see figures 1-3). 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) th invention was pat nted or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cox.

The Cox Patent shows in the figures above, a catheter with an inflatable balloon, a 
guide member, and a branch lumen guidewire extending along an exterior of the balloon 
and longitudinally slidable in the guide member. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cox in view of Wilson, Solar, and Ndondo-Lay et al. After a careful review of the claim 
language in the claims in question, the examiner notes that applicant have not provided 
an structural description of his system, and more importantly, a full description of the 
structural relationships between the various elements in the system. As stated above, 
the secondary search produced relevant art to reject claims 24-27. Examiner 
respectfully request applicant to expand the structural description in view of the above 
rejections and the following section 103 rejection. 

The Cox patent does not disclose a fastener connected to the catheter. 
However, the use of a fastener or fasteners in combination with a catheter is 
conventional in the art as evidenced by the teachings of Wilson, Solar, and Ndondo-Lay 
et al. These patents disclose different loop/fastener designs used for the same purpose 
as applicant's invention. Moreover, the loop/fastener enhancements taught by the cited 
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patents could improve catheter designs by providing more accuracy in surgical 
procedures. Accordingly, for a person of ordinary skill in the art, the modification of the 
Cox catheter with the various loop/fastener designs as taught by Wilson, Solar, and 
Ndondo-Lay et al., would have been considered obvious design alternatives.
